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Man caught | 
in dramatic 
field chase 


A BRAVE woman saw off a burglar 
in a dramatic chase across fields 
outside Newmarket. 

The 50-year-old woman gave 
chase after she discovered 
Genadijus Simanelis in her 
home in Wilbraham Road, Six 
Mile Bottom, on Tuesday last 
week. 

Her suspicions were raised 
when she heard her dog barking 
loudly at the intruder. 

Seconds later, Simanelis, from 
the Wisbech area, burst out of 
the house and ran off across 
fields towards the All. 

But he had failed to bargain 
with the tenacity of his victim, 
who gave chase. 

While in the house he raided 
her kitchen cupboards, stealing 
bread and sausage rolls - washed 
down with water and a bottle of 
wine he stole. 

The bold woman chased the 
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burglar across the fields but lost 
sight of him. 

However, she alerted neigh¬ 
bours living across the fields, 
who joined the chase as well 
as Cambridgeshire police who 
launched a helicopter and called 
in sniffer hounds from the dog 
unit in Alconbury. 

The man ran for about a mile- 
and-a-half and crossed over the 
A11 before the woman lost him. 

But a stable lad at nearby 
Bottisham Heath Stud spotted 
the suspect and gave chase, 
detaining him before police 
officers arrived. 

A spokesman for Cambridge¬ 
shire Constabulary said: 
“We were called to reports 
of a burglary in progress in 


Wilbraham Road, Six Mile 
Bottom, at 5pm on Tuesday. 

“The occupant of the home 
followed the alleged burglar into 
a field but lost sight of him. 

“An area search was carried 
out with assistance from the 
police helicopter.” 

The hungry intruder was 
arrested later that day on 
suspicion of burglary and taken 
to Parkside police station. 

Simanelis, 44, of no fixed 
address, appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Thursday 
where he admitted an offence of 
burglary. 

He given a five-month 
suspended prison sentence by 
the judge, which was suspended 
for 12 months. 

Simanelis was also ordered 
to do 80 hours of unpaid 
community work and told to pay 
£385 court costs.

Betting pair were 
using fake money 


A BROTHER and sister have 
been jailed after being caught 
with more than £1,700 in fake 
£20 notes on Ladies Day at 
Newmarket Racecourse. 

Allan and Carol Miller were 
stopped and searched by 
police after sharp-eyed bookies 
noticed that fake notes were 
being used and they notified the 
betting ring manager. 

Mr Miller, 22, was found to 
have seven betting slips and 
£820 worth of fake notes while 
Ms Miller, 24, had £720 in 
counterfeit currency. 

They also had more than 
£100 in legal tender between 
them. 

It is thought the pair had 
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planned to place bets with 
the fake notes then pocket 
the change along with any 
winnings. 

Mr Miller, of Allhorne Way, 
Dagenham, said he had paid 
£250 for £1,000 at his local 
bingo hall in Dagenham and he 
bought a further £1,000 for the 
same price to give to his sister. 

Ms Miller, of Ayrshire, 
Scotland, and her brother, both 
pleaded guilty to possessing 
counterfeit money and four 
counts of placing a bet with 
counterfeit notes - worth a total 


of £140. 

They were both jailed for 
eight months at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Friday. 

Det Sgt John Yore said: “This 
pair probably thought they 
could get away with changing up 
the fake notes at the racecourse 
because it was so busy. 

“But they didn’t bargain for 
the fact that bookies have a 
keen eye for counterfeit notes 
and quickly spotted that the £20 
notes were fake. 

“This should send a strong 
message that this kind of offence 
will not be tolerated and anyone 
who might be tempted to try to 
use counterfeit currency faces 
being jailed.”

Kevin said: "The challenge 
started near Kiruna, northern 
Sweden. After meeting and 


getting to know the other 
participants, the first task was 
to master how to harness and 
drive a team of four huskies 
without falling off. 

"The stunning scenery, vast 
expanses of snowy landscape 
and blue sky were a joy to be in, 
such a change to our drab grey 
days. 

"Travelling at 15 km an hour 
with only the sounds of the sled 
runners, dog's paws going over 
the ice and snow and the jangle 
of the harnesses to fill my ears, 
was joyful." 

Kevin, who works as a 
surveyor for Ordnance Survey, 
said: "Breaking for lunch, 
feeding the dogs pieces of 


animal fat came first. 

"We had to go back to basics, 
building a camp fire to cook our 
much-needed soup and 
boil water for a well-deserved 
coffee. What a change to 
grabbing a sandwich on the 

go- 

"The trip was an excellent 
experience and made even 
better with the knowledge that 
I was raising funds for such a 
worthy cause. 

"Such a shame the trip was so 
short." 

The trip was entirely self 
funded and all the money raised 
will go to Brooke animal charity, 
which Kevin and Linda have 
supported for many years.

We’ll appeal 
over homes, 
say villagers 


MORE than 80 villagers 
attended a meeting to 
protest over the proposed 
construction of 120 
homes on the edge of a 
village. 

Members of the Exning 
Action Group filled 
the public gallery and 
overflowed into the halls 
of Forest Heath District 
Council’s offices last 
Wednesday to express 
their anger at the plans. 

Developers Charles 
Church submitted 

proposals last year for the 
14-acre development on 
the land south of Burwell 
Road, in Exning, which 
residents said will put a 
strain on roads, schools 
and other amenities as 
well as changing the 
nature of the village. 

A petition of more 
than 900 signatures and 
315 letters of objection 
were submitted but the 
development control 
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committee approved the 
plans on the condition 
construction is staggered 
to 40 homes per year. 

Cllr Rona Burt, who 
proposed the approval 
of the application with 
conditions, said: “I have 
every sympathy with the 
residents of Exning, the 
representations we have 
received and the volume 
of residents here tonight 
but there are not material 
planning considerations 
that we can give to refuse 
this application. 

“The case of a person’s 
view from their property 
is not a material 
consideration for this 
application.” 

The new homes would 
be a mix of one to five 
bedroom properties, 
including 36 affordable 
homes. 

There will also be 8,692 


square metres of open 
space and improvement 
to roads and cycle ways. 

Cllr Bill Sadler, who 
voted against the 
application, said: “We 
are supposed to decide 
things for the benefit of 
the residents. 

“It is not the right thing 
to do to force something 
like this on to a village 
that doesn’t want it.” 

Speaking after the 
meeting Simon Cole, of 
Exning Action Group, 
said the group planned to 
appeal. 

He said: “I think it is 
absolutely staggering that 
the views of the village 
are not being taken into 
consideration. 

“I think Exning is 
suffering because of 
Newmarket’s lack of 
space and I think it is 
completely wrong to 
make another village 
suffer.”

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Farmer attacked 
by ‘protective’ cow 


A DAIRY farmer was lucky to 
survive after he was attacked by 
one of his own cows. 

The 52-year-old man was 
attending to another cow in the 
yard at High Post Farm, Hurdle 
Drove, near West Row, on Friday 
evening. 

The cow, which was with her 
new born calf, attacked the 
farmer so aggressively that he 
suffered severe chest injuries 
and suspected internal injuries. 

He was taken to West Suffolk 
Hospital for treatment. 

Emergency services attended 
the scene just before 5.40pm, 
including a rapid response 
vehicle from Ely and a double 
staffed ambulance. 

Dr Andy Mason, who 
volunteers for emergency 
charity Suffolk Accident Rescue 
Service (SARS), was first on the 
scene to treat the farmer. 

He said: “This is the third 
cattie attack I have attended in 
my 40-year accident and rescue 
career and the other two were 
fatal incidents. 

“The farmer was in an 
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enclosed area within his farm 
yard and trying to deal with 
another cow. 

“This Simmental cow had a 
calf which was around 3 days 
old. They get very protective 
and if they feel for whatever 
reason there is danger to their 
calf then they will attack.” 

Dr Mason added: “The farmer 
thought everything was safe 
because there were other cattle 
between him and this cow in 
the farm yard but it charged him 
and he slipped trying to get out 
of the yard. 

“The animal then attacked 
him when he was on the ground. 
It attacked him for 20 seconds 
but in a serious sustained 
way. 

“Very fortunately the animal 
spontaneously gave up the 
attack. 

“He was able to stumble out 
of the farm yard and get to a 
place of safety.” 


The farmer was treated at the 
scene by paramedics where he 
was given special treatment to 
prevent internal bleeding and 
taken to West Suffolk Hospital 
by ambulance. 

Dr Mason said: “It could easily 
have been another fatality if the 
cow had not stopped attacking 
him.” 

When angered, cattle either 
roll on people or go down on 
their knees and headbutt their 
victims in the abdomen, Dr 
Mason said. 

He added: “If an animal 
which weighs half a tonne is 
attacking you it must be quite 
frightening.” 

Dog walkers should take 
particular care around cattle, 
he warned, but if a cow or bull 
charges then the best thing to 
do is release the dog from their 
lead and run for safety. 

Dr Mason said: “The dog will 
be able to outrun the cow but 
the people will not. 

“It is not a case of trying to 
scare you it is a case of trying to 
kill you.”

SPECIALIST vets have given a two-year- 
old rescue dog his sight back. 

Rufus, a Chinese Crested Powder Puff 
dog, was rescued from an abusive family 
and rehomed in Wyboston, Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

He was often extremely nervous which 
vets attributed to cataracts in his eyes 
which meant he could only see shadows. 

Rufus was referred to the Animal 
Health Trust (AHT), in Kentford, where 
vets said he needed two expensive eye 
operations to restore his sight. 

Sarah, Rufus’s carer, said: “The Animal 
Health Trust has been unbelievable. To be 
able to give a rescue dog the gift of sight 
is amazing.” 

Funds are still needed for a second 
operation which will restore Rufus’ sight 
fully. 

Once his sight is restored he will be 
looking for an experienced owner to work 
through his behavioural problems.

Prolific burglar jailed after 39 offences

A PROLIFIC burglar has been 
jailed following a string of 39 
burglaries across two counties. 

Nicholas Gallagher, of Bill 
Rickaby Drive, Newmarket, was 
stealing to fund an acute 
gambling habit, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard. 

The 41-year-old was sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment at 
the court on Friday. 

Gallagher was arrested after 
police matched his DNA to blood 
found at the scene of burglaries 
at an opticians in Halstead and a 
house at Stoke by Clare. 

He pleaded guilty to five 
offences of burglary and asked 
the court to take 34 similar 


offences into consideration. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd said 
Gallagher had burgled homes in 
Sudbury, Clare, Bury St 
Edmunds, Debenham and Stoke 
by Clare with some offences 
dating as far back as 2004. 

Between fune and December 
2012 Gallagher had burgled 
homes and businesses in Essex, 
targeting properties in Halstead, 
Earls Colne, Ridgewell, Sible and 
Castle Hedingham and Gosfield. 

From the roof of the Co-op 
Pharmacy in Halstead he 
stripped lead while he took 
antique toy soldiers, paintings, 
computers, jewellery and scrap 
metal in his other raids. 


Defending, Samantha Leigh 
said Gallagher had initially 
stolen to pay for drugs and 
alcohol but more recently his 
crimes were committed to pay 
for a chronic gambling habit. 

Miss Leigh said that Gallagher 
had co-operated fully with the 
police and without his assistance 
many of the offences may have 
remained unsolved. 

Mr Recorder Craig Ferguson 
said: “You were active as a 
prolific burglar, invading the 
homes of members of the public 
who live in Suffolk and Essex.” 

Mr Recorder Ferguson said 
Gallagher had an “appalling” 
record of offending.

How decisions are made 


THERE were two council 
planning meetings last week 
with completely different 
decisions. 

Newmarket Town Council 
resolved to refuse permission 
to build soccer pitches on 
stud land off Exning Road. No 
surprises here for two reasons. 

First NTC planning 
committee is now practically 
a sub-committee of Save 
Historic Newmarket Action 
Group [SHNAG], comprising 
members or followers of 
SHNAG who were linking this 
decision with the forthcoming 
decision on Sainsbury’s. 

Secondly the members were 
confronted by a room full of 
objectors to the proposals, 
mainly from Exning, not 
Newmarket, and NTC has 
never yet been prepared to 
oppose objectors, whatever the 
planning reasons. 

Compare this to Forest 
Heath planning committee 


faced with a decision to 
permit 120 houses on the land 
off Burwell Road, in Exning. 
Members here were faced with 
a petition of 900 signatures 
and a crowd of nearly 100 
protestors so numerous they 
filled the public gallery and 
overflowed into an adjoining 
room where proceedings were 
relayed on monitors. 

Were the members of the 
committee intimidated by this 
throng like the NTC members? 

Not a bit of it, save for 
a couple of dissenting 
councillors, the plans were 
given a thumping OK. 

Members voting for 
approval were not frightened 
by local, very vocal oppostion, 
rather than by the possibility 
of losing an appeal which 
might cost money. That’s how 
planning decisions are made.

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Farewell to selfless 
Irene after 56 years

A SELFLESS volunteer has done her 
last shift with the blood donor service 
after being involved for more than 50 
years. 

Irene Webb, of Leaders Way, 

Newmarket, enjoyed a celebratory 
lunch on Thursday at Newmarket 
Leisure Centre before she donned her 
volunteer’s uniform for the last time. 

The 89-year-old has been involved 
with the donor service for 56 years and 
given blood more than 50 times. 

She said: “My blood group is RH 
negative and I was told being a member 
of this group means I can donate 
to any other group but if I needed a 
transfusion then I would need to have 
the same type. 

“I decided then that I would become 
a donor if it is as simple as that, 
especially as my group is somewhat 
rare.” 

In 1980, Irene’s age prohibited 
her from donating blood any longer 
but she decided she wanted to 
continue her dedication to the cause 
through helping at the sessions with 
refreshments and reassuring nervous 
donors. 

She added: “I said at the time ’You 
can’t get rid of me as easily as that so I 
will help with refreshments’.” 

Suffolk born-and-bred, Irene has 
lived in Newmarket for 26 years and 
devoted much of her time to voluntary 
work at places like The Stable. 

In 2000 Irene became local organiser 
for the blood donor sessions in 
Newmarket but after she turned 89 this 
year she decided it was time to retire.

Police officers in Suffolk 
will be carrying out checks 
all week as part of a Europe¬ 
wide seatbelt enforcement 
campaign.

‘Community hub’ 
plan for old school

A COMMUNITY hub could 
be built in Mildenhall if 
ambitious plans go ahead. 

Council bosses have 
proposed the public 
facilities should be delivered 
from one centre in order 
to cut costs and improve 
standards. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, Mildenhall College 
and Anglia Community 
Leisure, which runs 
Mildenhall swimming pool 
and The Dome community 
centre, are all keen to 
improve their facilities. 

The planned site for the 
hub is the former Riverside 
Middle School, in Sheldrick 
Way, which has been 
unused since Suffolk County 
Council switched to a two- 
tier education system last 
year. 

Cllr fames Waters, leader 
of Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “I believe 
the Hub would put public 
services right at the heart 


of Mildenhall, creating 
a real buzz and sense of 
community spirit. 

“It would be a great place 
to meet, use the facilities and 
get all the public services 
people need on one spot.” 

The current facilities are 
expensive to run and too 
widely spaced out across 
the town, according to Cllr 
Waters. 

He said: “Now we need 
to work on stacking up the 
finances to make it really 
work for our taxpayers.” 

The scheme is still in 
its very early stages and 
planning considerations will 


need to be met. 

Susan Byles, head of 
Mildenhall College, said: 
“Placing Mildenhall 

College at the centre of 
this exciting development 
would give an opportunity 
to provide secondary and 
further education at the 
heart of our own local 
community.” 

The college aims 
to convert to an 
academy and hopes 
the new hub plans 
could help it to 
develop its sixth form 
and adult education. 

She said: “Local 


training for business skills 
and enterprise could be 
provided for both adults 
and school-aged children 
through this development, 
placing Mildenhall on 
the map as a leader for 
innovation, education and 
training.” 

Warren Smyth, joint 
chief executive of Anglia 
Community Leisure, added: 
“The creation of this hub 
would provide first-class 
facilities for the town of 
Mildenhall and surrounding 
areas that will improve 
general health and well¬ 
being and provide greater 
access to important services 
that support community 
development.” 

There will be public 
consultations and 
more information 
is at www. 
mildenhallhub. 
info. 

A similar plan 
is ongoing for a 
community hub 
in Newmarket, 
involving Scalt- 
back Middle School.

House approved 
despite concerns 


from 


PLANS for a house to be built 
within yards of a stable yard 
have been approved. 

Council bosses approved 
plans for a three-bedroom 
house on the boundary of La 
Grange Stables, in Fordham 
Road, Newmarket. 

The application was deferred 
by the development control 
committee on February 6 after 
concerns were raised about 
whether private nuisance 
complaints could be lodged 
against the adjoining stable 
block, which could cause 
complaint about noise, odour, 
flies and vermin. 

New plans were given 
several amendments, including 
moving the house from 1.25m 
from the boundary wall to 
2.5m from the boudary wall, 
extension of acoustic fencing

and moving the bedroom back 
a further 3.75m. 

Objections came from the 
owners of La Grange Stables. 

Rebecca Dunlop, wife of 
trainer Ed Dunlop and co¬ 
owner of the stables, said: “We 
are pleased the applicant is 
willing to make these changes 
but unfortunately it isn’t 
sufficient to comfort us. 

“We run an extremely busy 
yard. There will be a lot going 
on with the horses and grooms. 

“We may be put in a position 
where we would have to stop 
using the yard which seems 
extremely unfair. 

“Forest Heath say they are 
keen for businesses to succeed 
and we have put a great deal 
of money into developing our 


yard 

yard. It would be a shame to 
put a successful racing yard 
out of business for the sake of 
a dwelling.” 

Newmarket Town Council 
objected to the amended 
plans on the basis of similar 
complaints. 

In a statement it said: “The 
committee objects since such 
close proximity could result in 
injury to horses in the stables.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst voted 
against the application. 

He said: “I think what we 
have to remember is this 
isn’t an application about a 
conservatory, this is actually 
someone’s business at risk. I 
think it is provocative to put a 
house next to a stable wall.” 

The application was granted 
as 11 councillors voted in 
favour. 


Broadband could arrive by the autumn 


SUFFOLK residents could be 
surfing the web at super speeds 
by the end of the year. 

The Better Broadband for 
Suffolk programme has begun 
earlier than expected so more 
than 1,500 businesses and 
residential properties could 
benefit from broadband speeds 
of at least 2 megabytes per 


second and 85 per cent will 
get superfast speeds of 24 
megabytes per second. 

Engineers are carrying out 
surveys for the new green 
fibre cabinets to be connected, 
which are expected to go to 
rural locations. 

Cllr Mark Bee, leader of 
Suffolk County Council and 


chair of the Better Broadband 
for Suffolk programme, said: 
“The Better Broadband for 
Suffolk programme was set up 
to improve broadband access 
for everyone and this is the first 
real sign that things are taking 
shape.” 

The roll out is expected to be 
completed by the end of 2015.

A NEWMARKET man who has 
admitted to carrying out an 
assault is to be sentenced next 
week.

Schools losing 
out on funding 


SCHOOLS in Suffolk could miss 
out on £5m of funding a year if 
parents eligible for free school 
meals do not sign up. 

Under the Government's 
pupil premium scheme, schools 
could receive £623 per year 
for every eligible child, whose 
parents are in receipt of certain 
benefits. 

The amount per pupil will 
increase to £900 in April, 
however official estimates 
suggest around 32 per cent 
of parents in Suffolk have not 
signed up. 

Cllr Graham Newman, Suffolk 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for education and 
young people, has pledged 
the authority’s support to help 
schools and parents make sure 
Suffolk doesn’t miss out. 

He said: “It is difficult to 
overstate just how much of a 
win-win situation is created 
when eligible parents claim free 
school meals for their children. 

“Not only do they save money, 
their children get a hot meal 
at lunchtime and the school 
benefits from significant sums 
of additional money.”

Statistics from the 
Department for Education, 
suggest that 15,700 Suffolk 
children are eligible for free 
school meals but only 10,600 
children are claimed for by their 
parents. 

Claiming free school meals 
is a simpler and more discreet 
process than before and can 
save parents up to £400 a year.

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I took hurt out of childbirth 
by giving myself full control

Jane Wallington had her baby with ‘no drugs and 
no pain’ - and she believes other women can too, 
as she tells Louise Martin 


L IKE most mothers-to-be, Jane 

Wallington had been drip-fed tales 
of painful births from friends and 
family who had already experienced 
labour first-hand. So, when she fell 
pregnant with her first daughter, Ruby, 
she was over the moon - but admits 
there was an element of fear from day 
one. 

“You can’t avoid people’s stories, can 
you?” laughs the 28-year-old. “Every 
woman who’s been through it is willing 
to share!” 

Ruby was born in 2008 at The Rosie. “It 
wasn’t the longest labour - it was about 
eight hours - but the pain was just 
unbearable,” remembers Jane. “There 
was such an element of fear and I was in 
so much pain that I couldn’t move.” 

Though Ruby was born safe and well, 
when mother and daughter returned to 
the family’s Bassingbourn home, instead 
of feeling elated, Jane didn’t leave the 
house for the next two weeks, was in 
constant pain and felt exhausted. “It was 
really tough. I didn’t hold her for an hour 
after she was born due to the pain and 
that made me feel terrible. 

“I didn’t know if I could face going 
through labour again and for the first six 
months there was no way I was going to 
have a second child.” 

Once fully recovered from labour, Jane 
quickly got to grips with being a new 
mum and, just 10 months after Ruby was 
born, was delighted to find out she was 
pregnant with her second child, Jessica, 
now 2. “When I fell pregnant with Jess I 
knew from the outset that I wanted a 
different labour. I was thinking about an 
elective caesarean, which is really 
frightening, but then I was actually 


advised by a midwife to think about a 
hypnobirth.” 

Using specific self-hypnosis, relaxation 
and unique breathing techniques, 
hypnobirthing aims to enable women to 
“take control” of their labour and “block 
out pain”. “I did know about 
hypnobirthing when I was pregnant 
with Ruby - and I wasn’t sceptical to it - 
but we just decided to follow the normal 
course and see how we went,” says Jane. 

During her second pregnancy, Jane 
researched hypnobirthing antenatal 
classes and came across The Mongan 
Method. The original hypnobirthing 
method, it is based on the principles of 
two famous English doctors, Dr 
Jonathon Dye and Dr Grantly Dick-Reid 
- whose studies led to the emergence of 
the NCT (National Childbirth Trust). 

“I found a hypnobirthing practitioner 
in Royston and from the first class I 
knew it was going to be different,” smiles 
Jane. 

Jane and Andy attended classes once a 
week for four weeks. “It really felt like we 
were learning so much as we looked at 
the history of birthing, why most women 
have painful births, what the body can 
do and also learnt the very special 
breathing techniques,” she explains. “It 
was very different from the first time 
around, which was very focused on pain 
relief.” 

In June 2010, just four days after the 
classes finished, Jane went into labour. 

“I was three days overdue and was in 
Asda with Ruby doing a full food shop at 
the time,” she remembers. “I was able to 
focus and relax and the fact that I was 
just carrying on doing my usual stuff is 
nothing like with my first birth - the

hypnobirthing allowed me to think 
birthing does not hurt and it’s important 
to carry on as normal.” 

When Jane returned home she 
continued experiencing contractions but 
was able to use the breathing techniques 
she had learnt to cope with the pain. 

By midnight Jane felt she was close to 
giving birth and after calling ahead to 
The Rosie, arrived there just after lam. 
“They knew I was a hypnobirth mum 
and they had opened up the MLB 
(Midwifery Led Birthing) unit for me so I 
could use the pool,” she says. After a very 
short labour, Jessica was born at half 
past 1, following no pushing and, says 
Jane, no pain or interventions, which 
specialists had said she would most 
likely need. “I did feel the urge but I 
never pushed at any point,” she says. “It 
was pain free, and I know that’s hard to 
believe, but all hypnobirth mums feel is 
pressure, and we can handle pressure. 

As soon as Jess was born I wanted to do 
it all over again, it was amazing. I always 
said I wanted two children but because 
of the hypnobirth I would like to have 
more.” 

Just one hour after Jess was born, Jane 
and Andy were taking their second 
daughter home, and this time it was a 
totally different experience. 

“I had so much more energy than after 
Ruby,” remembers Jane. “I don’t know if I 
had postnatal depression then but I felt 
extremely low, but with Jess I was just 
my normal self, I was fine. I love them 
both equally, obviously, and there’s a 
bond between all of us, but the bond 
with Jess is really different.” 

The proud mum has been so inspired 
by her hypnobirthing experience she 
decided to become a teacher of the 
antenatal classes. Since qualifying in 
December last year, Jane has set up 
Breeze Birthing and has already helped 
two mums enjoy hypnobirths following 
private classes. 

“I get really envious of pregnant 
women because of the experience 


they’re going to go through,” smiles Jane. 
“I’ve got the passion to do this because 
I’ve experienced both types of labour.” 

As well as her new career, Jane works 
part-time in sales and volunteers on the 
maternity ward at the Lister Hospital in 
Stevenage. “I love being with the mums 
and their babies,” she beams. “I’m there 
when they’re in early labour and 
afterwards. 

“I love supporting them and it makes 
me feel so good to know that I’m helping 
them -1 always feel so bad when I leave. 

I don’t see very many hypnobirth mums 
unfortunately, but things are changing.” 

The statistics are surely appealing to 
pregnant women. According to Marie 
Mongan, the founder and creator of The 
Mongan Method of hypnobirthing, a 
staggering 95 per cent of women who use 
the self-hypnosis method go on to have 
successful hypnobirths, but Jane 
explains it only works if you practise the 
techniques and trust in your body. 

“With hypnobirthing you have to want 
to have a perfect birth for it to work. You 
have to want to reach these deep levels 
of relaxation and once you do your body 
will take over and do what it’s supposed 
to do.” 

Although the mum is clearly an avid 
supporter, she is very aware of the army 
of sceptics. “I’ve got friends who do 
doubt it and say there’s no such thing as 
labour without pain, that it’s just an 
accompaniment of labour, and you have 
to deal with it, go through it. Not true. If 
that’s the case then how come I, and 
thousands of other women worldwide, 
have had these births? 

“Hypnobirthing isn’t a new concept, 
we’ve been birthing this way for 
centuries, our bodies are designed to do 
it and it’s completely empowering.”

Skimming 
machine 
found at 
cashpoint 

RESIDENTS are being 
urged to be vigilant when 
using cashpoints after a 
man was caught putting a 
skimming device on a 
machine in Burwell. 

A member of the public 
called police after her card 
was not returned from an 
ATM at Barclays in 
Parsonage Lane at 6.30am 
last Wednesday. 

She spotted a suspicious 
man loitering nearby and 
gave his description to 
officers who arrested Alin 
Al-Badi nearby. 

A skimming machine was 
also discovered on the cash 
machine. 

Al-Badi, 32, pleaded 
guilty to possessing an 
article for use in fraud and 
was jailed for three months 
at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday. 

PC John Bunyan said: 
“The member of the public 
showed great public spirit 
to call police with her 
concerns and give a 
description of Al-Badi who 
was nearby. 

“We would urge people to 
remain vigilant when using 
cashpoints and to report 
anything suspicious.” 

Skimming devices are 
usually attached over the 
card slot and often spray 
painted to match the 
colour of the ATM so 
they are difficult to 
spot. 

The devices will then 
record card details. 

Members of the public 
are asked to look out for 
any tampering around 
the device, such as 
scratches, sticky tape or 
residue.

Old mill to get new 
wind into its sails 


A HISTORIC mill will 
have the wind in its sails 
again as part of a £420,000 
restoration project. 

Burwell Mill will have 
its 6-tonne cap roof lifted 
off today so the 19th 
century building can be 
restored to full working 
order. 

The Grade II listed mill 
is the last in Burwell, 
which used to boast four 
working mills. 

Using a 65-tonne crane, 
the aluminium covered

cap will be lifted off from 
the four-storey tower so 
the improvement work 
can be done at ground 
level. 

The cap roof should be 
turned by the six-bladed 
fantail but it has been 
seized in position for a 
number of years. 

fane Phillimore, project 
manager of the Fresh 
Wind in Our Sails project, 
said: “The mill hasn’t 


been working for a very 
long time, about 30 or 
40 years. This is all very 
exciting. 

“In 2010 it was declared 
a ‘Building at Risk’ by the 
English Heritage Project 
which means it needs 
funds for it to be restored. 

“The museum’s trustees 
looked for funding to try 
to restore it and they put 
in a Heritage Lottery bid 
which was awarded last 
year for £420,000.” 

Half of the lottery 


money will be spent on 
the restoration work and 
the other half will go on 
community schemes. 

The decapitated mill 
will have a temporary 
flat roof to protect the 
inside from the rain while 
repairs are carried out. 

It is hoped the mill 
will be operational to 
museum standards by 
spring 2014.

B RITAIN’S most prolific playwright 
ventures into sci-fi territory in his 
latest venture, Surprises - a typically 
insightful study of love and life with a time 
travel twist. 

Who is the amorous stranger, Titus, who 
materialises in young Grace's bedroom? Can 
she believe he is who he says he is? 

For her parents, Franklin and Martha, does 
love everlasting still hold true if death is 
postponed indefinitely? 

Can lawyer, Lorraine, who prides herself 
on her infallibility, have finally discovered 
the ideal partner, one who is also never 
wrong? 

And will lonely secretary Sylvia, after 
unhappy affairs with everyone from deep 
sea divers and space shuttle pilots, ever find 
her Mr Right? 

All these questions will be answered in 
a play "about love stories that are yet to 
happen in a future full of surprises". 

Sir Alan Ayckbourn CBE has written and 
produced more than 70 full-length plays, 
including such legendary hits as Relatively 
Speaking, Absurd Person Singular, The

The Guide caught up with the 73-year-old 
to find out more about his latest acclaimed 
success. 

He said: "I've described it as a play with 
its head in the future, but with its heart in 
the past.

"It's science-fiction but used as an allegory 
- as most good sci-fi is - to reflect what's 
happening today and the issues I've picked 
up on recently. 


"To put it in a nutshell, it's about what 
might happen with longevity. 

"I've been reading a lot of articles recently 
about the strain the increasing elderly 
population is going to put on the National 
Health Service. 

"The chances of people living longer 
and longer as the centuries go by are 
increasingly plausible and certainly quite 
interesting dramatically. 

"Most of you can already be replaced - 
although I think the brain will be the last 
thing it will be possible to replace - but 
practically everything else is fast becoming 
a spare part! 

"I have a character in the play who's 120 
years old and say 'I've just seen my doctor 
for a check-up and he says if I take good 
care of myself, I probably have another 
good 60 years.' 

"He's already retired twice, had several 
lifetimes and doesn't know what to do 
next. 

"If we're not able to plan our lives for 
the long term, we are going to be in that 
situation, which will pose some interesting 
problems. 

"The play also asks what happens to 
relationships when this longevity happens. 
Most relationships - never mind marriages - 
are based on a life expectancy of three score 
years and 10. 

"So what happens when both of you live 
to twice that age?

G ROWING veg on your patio 
couldn’t be easier - you can 
control the soil type, the 
situation and the watering, often 
providing shelter near the house when 
it’s needed. 

Yet some gardeners are put off by 
the idea of unsightly veg taking up 
valuable flower space in pots on the 
patio. 

But they shouldn't worry, says TV 
and radio gardening expert Christine 
Walkden. 

Walkden may be the wrong person to 
ask about pretty veg because she finds 
all veg plants beautiful, she admits. 

"I see beauty in a cabbage! A 
beautiful dense cabbage head 
in a classic terracotta pot is just 
as attractive as the non-edible 
ornamental sorts.'' 

Some of her patio planting ideas are 


featured in her new book, Christine 
Walkden's No-nonsense Container 
Gardening. 

In it, she features fabulously 
ornamental purple kale in brightly 
coloured plastic trugs, lime-green 
lettuce in a bubblegum pink metal 
bucket, leafy veg in wooden crates and 
a hanging basket made out of an old 
metal colander. 

There are colourful flowers in old 
food tins and shopping baskets, a rock 
garden planted inside a vintage pram 
and other quirky ideas. 


But veg also win a place in the looks 
department, she says. 

"Kale is a hardy brassica that you can 
go on picking right through winter and 
it looks great in containers. Striking red 
stems and leaf veins make beetroot 
plants attractive enough to grow in 
among flowers.'' 

For those who love colour, you can't 
go far wrong with beans, she says. 

"Runner beans are ideal because 
you've got all the different flowers, the 
whites, the bi-colours and the pinks. 

"Black Tuscany kale is great to grow 


to add interest in the winter, and ferny¬ 
leaved and coloured-leaved lettuces 
are also great. 

"Now, we have so much diversity 
in leaf shape in salads, from the 
spoon-shapes of lamb's ears to the 
really frizzy stuff that's available. It's 
breathtaking." 

Lettuce can be grown in any pot, 
but where it really scores is in shallow, 
saucer-shaped troughs, where other 
veg would need deeper soil to survive. 

Walkden grows lettuces all year 
round in seed trays, because that's all 
the soil which is required, she says. 

"As long as you've got 2in of soil, you 
can grow cut-and-come-again salad 
leaves. A lot of gardeners hate shallow 
containers because they dry out so 
quickly, but lettuce will cope with the 
occasional drought. They will tolerate 
the heat generated in the container 
and the root run." 

To make a window box containing 
edibles look pretty, plant lettuces, 
radishes (place them behind because 
they have pretty foliage), spring onions 
or chives, and small beetroot such 
as 'Boltardi', with its spectacular red 
foliage, she suggests. 

Climbing beans have long been 
grown around wigwams but you can 
grow dwarf varieties in regular plant 
pots. 

"There are a lot of good varieties 
now that you can grow in window 


boxes and containers," says Walkden, 
who will be mentor to the winning 
amateur designer of a BBC and RHS 
competition to create The One Show 
family garden at Hampton Court 
Palace Flower Show in July. 

"Mix veg in with your flowers as 
well," she suggests. 

"The ferny leaves of carrots make 
a fantastic edging to a container. We 
tend to categorise things, but at the 
end of the day, they are all just plants." 

Walkden believes that great plant 
companions are those which contrast 
well. 

"I go for things like chives, with 
vertical growth, contrasting well with 
the dark reds of kales and beetroot. 

"Daisy-like flowers including 
osteospermums, argyranthemums, 
coreopsis and calendulas all contrast 
well with veg." 

Nasturtiums, in shades of orange, 
yellow and red, are often grown as a 
sacrificial crop to lure blackfly away 
from more precious plants, but the 
flowers make a colourful, faintly spicy 
addition to salads and look wonderful 
draping over the edge of containers in 
front of taller plants. 

Follow her advice and soon enough 
you could have patio plants which not 
only look good but taste good too.

Volvo radar is insurance for town’s cyclists 


IS this the motoring invention 
that the region has been waiting 
for? 

Car giant Volvo has claimed 
to have come up with technol¬ 
ogy that automatically puts the 
brakes on when a vehicle and 
bicycle get too close for comfort. 

Launching the technology at 
the Geneva Motor Show, the 
company said its cars will be 
able to detect and automatically 
brake when bikes “swerve out in 
front of the car”. 

Doug Speck, senior vice mar¬ 
keting president at Volvo Car 
Group, said advanced on-board 
software, including more rapid 
vision processing, has made it 
“possible to extend the present 
detection and auto brake tech¬ 
nology to cover certain cyclist 
situations”. 

He added: “Our solutions for 
avoiding collisions with unpro¬ 


tected road users are unique in 
the industry. 

“By covering more and more 
objects and situations, we rein¬ 
force our world-leading position 
within automotive safety. We 
keep moving towards our long¬ 
term vision to design cars that 
do not crash.” 

Cameras and sensors scan 
the area ahead looking out for 
bicycle movements, deploy¬ 
ing a warning and “full braking 
power” if an accident is about to 
happen - although it is unclear 
what happens to other road us¬ 
ers travelling behind. 

Pedestrian and Cyclist Detec¬ 
tion with full auto brake con¬ 
sists of a radar unit integrated 
into the car’s grille, a camera fit¬ 
ted in front of the interior rear¬ 
view mirror and a central con¬ 
trol unit. The radar’s task is to 
detect objects in front of the car 


and to determine the distance to 
them. The camera determines 
the type of the objects. 

Thanks to the dual-mode ra¬ 
dar’s wide field of vision, pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists can be detect¬ 
ed early on. The high-resolution 
camera makes it possible to spot 
the moving pattern of pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists. The central 
control unit continuously moni¬ 
tors and evaluates the traffic 
situation. 

The auto brake system re¬ 
quires both the radar and the 
camera to confirm the object. 
With the advanced sensor tech¬ 
nology, it is then possible to 
apply full braking power im¬ 
mediately when necessary. The 
technology also covers vehicles 
driving in the same lane. 

The technology will be avail¬ 
able on the Volvo V60 from 
May.

JIM Bolger was in bullish mood about Dawn 
Approach as the unbeaten colt featured among 72 entries 
for the Qipco 2000 Guineas at Newmarket on May 4. 

Last season’s European champion two-year- 
old, who now runs in the colours of the Godol- 
phin operation, claimed six straight victories in his 
juvenile season, rounding off with Group One glory in 
the National Stakes and Dewhurst. 

Asked how the son of his Derby winner New Approach 
has progressed during the winter, the County Carlow 
trainer said: “Fve been asked that question regularly over 
the last three weeks and I’ve now simplified the answer 
to one word - awesome.” 

Also featuring in six possibles for Bolger are Dewhurst 
runner-up Leitir Mor and Autumn Stakes winner Trading 
Leather. 

Aidan O’Brien’s powerful team includes Racing Post 
Trophy victor Kingsbarns, the unbeaten Mars and George 
Vancouver, third in the Dewhurst and winner of the 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Turf. 

Clive Cox’s Reckless Abandon is yet an¬ 
other unbeaten Group One winner with 
the Classic option, while Marco Botti’s 
Moohaajim, his immediate victim in the 
Middle Park Stakes, could reoppose. 

Morpheus, a once raced half-brother to 
Frankel, and Kyllachy Rise are Sir Henry Cecil’s 
two entries. 

■ Mikel Delzangles could look to What A Name giving 
him a second Newmarket Classic success in the Qipco 
1000 Guineas. 

The French trainer saddled Makfi to a surprise victory 
in the 2000 Guineas three years ago and believes What A 
Name could be the right type for the fillies’ Classic. 

The daughter of Mr Greeley won a Group Three over 
seven furlongs at Longchamp in September then took on 
the colts over the same course and distance in October, 
finding only Olympic Glory too good in the Prix Jean-Luc 
Lagardere.

was only beaten by one and he was very good and now 
one of the favourites for the 2000 Guineas. 

“I think the filly will stay a mile as she finished second 
over seven furlongs on heavy ground at Longchamp.” 

There are 69 entries for the 1000 Guineas on May 5 
and they include unbeaten fillies the Godolphin-owned 
Certify, trained by Mahmood A1 Zarooni, Charlie Hills’ 
Just The Judge and Rosdhu Queen from the William Hag- 
gas yard. 

Among 13 Irish entries are five from last year’s victori¬ 
ous trainer Aidan O’Brien. They are A Star Is Born, Hanky 
Panky, Infanta Branca, Magical Dream and Snow Queen. 

Dermot Weld has three headed by Big Break, convinc¬ 
ing winner of the Group Three Killavullan Stakes at 
Leopardstown, while Andrew Oliver has put in Cherry 
Hinton heroine Sendmylovetorose. 

■ Kazzia, the last filly to complete the 1000 Guineas-Oaks 
double, has died at the age of 14 following post-foaling 
complications at Dalham Hall Stud in Newmarket. 

The first German-bred to win a British Group One, 
Kazzia gave birth to a Dubawi filly which has sur¬ 
vived. 

Owned by Godolphin and trained by Saeed 
bin Suroor, the daughter of Zinaad lifted the 
two Classics in 2002 when she also won the 
Flower Bowl Invitational Stakes at Belmont Park. 

Darley stud director Liam O’Rourke said: “Kazzia was 
a wonderful racehorse, and an excellent mother, with a 
delightful temperament. 

“She’s the kind of mare you 
Oaks winner, and the dam of a
